The first reason for present con-

sities and government wage scales; 
third, lessened world production;

Mr. Figg predicted that there

PARIS, Feb. 18.—Paul Deschanel 
today became tenth President of the 
French republic, succeeding Ray- 
mond Poincare, who laid aside the 
robes of office after one of the most 
critical periods in the history of the 
country. The formal transfer from 
the old to the new regime occurred 
at the Palace of the Elysee this aft- 
ernoon, 

The inauguration of the French 
President is a formal ceremony, and 
the number permitted to witness the 
transfer of authority is limited to 
the presidents of the Senate and 
the Chamber of Deputies, commit- 
tees from each House and members 
of the Cabinet. . 
Premier Millerand, shortly before 
the hour set for the ceremony, drove 
to the Palais Bourbon, where, as 
| President of the chamber, M. Des- 
chanel has maintained his residence, 
and called for the President-elect. 
Entering a state carriage, and es- 
corted by a regiment of cuirassiers 
and preceded by a flag-bearer, they 
drove to the palace, where the cere- 
mony was to take place. 

CHEERED BY CROWDS. 
While the crowds massed 
the route on both banks of the 
Seine were cheering M. Deschanel 
as he passed with escort, the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and the officials 
of the Senate and the chamber as- 
sembled around M. Poincare in the 
palace to greet the new President. 
With the arrival of M. Deschanel 
at the Elysee the formal transfer 
of power took place. On the con- 
clusion of the formality. President 
hanel and Ex-President Poin- 
care were driven through the crowd- 
ed streets to the City Hall, where 
they were received by the president 
of the municipal council, the pre- 
fect of the Department of the 
Seine and the president of the gen- 
eral council. 
At the ceremony there was a 
felicitous exchange between Presi- 
dent Deschanel and the retiring 
President, M. Poincare, who, greet- 
ing his successor, said the Presi- 
dency could not be intrusted to a 
better man than he who had held 
such a brilliant place in the Par- 
liament and who well knew how to 
fill the role of an impartial umpire 
and adviser. The new President, 
said M. Poincare, would be able to 
rely on the co-operation of all 
Frenchmen and he expressed confi- 
dence that the striking personal 
merits of M. Deschanel and his ar- 
dent patriotism woujd inspire the 
country. P 
President Deschanel, in replying. 
thanked the retiring President, re- 
marking that to fulfill his duty he 
would only have to follow the 
worthy example of his predecessor, 
who had represented France with 
admirable 1 during the 
tragic times of the last few years. 
Greetings were extended to the 
President and the retiring executive 
and a formal reception followed, in 
which Paris society was liberally 
represented. It was noted that the 
band at this fupction played a num- 
ber of American airs. 

POINCARE HONORED. 
During the reception at the City 
Hall President Deschanel had on his 
right M. Poincare and M. Fallieres, 
and on his left former President 
Loubet. After the reception M. Den- 
chanel, after taking M. Poincare to 
the latter’s new home, went to the 
Elysee Palace. 
President Deschanel will retain 
the entire military staff at the Elysee 
appointed by M. Poincare, with Gen. 
Penelop in charge. M. Heremitte has 
been appointed chief of the civil 
cabinet. 
A sweeping grant of amnesty will 
be granted by President Deschanel. 
Civil and military offenders will be 
included, the only exceptions being 
persons convicted of treason agains 
the state. 
Raymond Poincare, who today re- 
tired from the Presidency of the 
French republic. may succeed 
Charles C. A. Jonneart as president 
of the French delegation on the 
reparations commission.

LIGHTING FOR FACTORY. 


INDUSTRIAD BOARD ENGINEER 
ADDRESSES EMPLOYERS 
AT LUNCHEON. 


Improvement in the lkhting sys- 
tems in factories for the purpose 
of eliminating accidents was urged 
by R. L. Eltringham, electrical en- 
gineer of the Industrial Commission 
of San Francisco, in an address be- 
fore 300 industrial chiefs of South- 
ern California, who gathered in the 
banquet hall of the Roma Cafe at 
noon yesterday, under the auspices 
of the joint techn societies.
